4001 1759 British Victories Medal. Gilt Copper. 43 mm. 
Betts-418, MI-444. MS-63 BN (NGC). Significant golden 
highlights remain, particularly on the reverse of this smooth 
and attractive medal commemorating six British military 
victories in the Americas. 

Collecting early medals relating to American colonial 
history as delineated by C. Wyllys Betts in his 1894 
posthumously published book, has come to the fore as a 
major area of interest in the past 20 years. Prime among the 
factors is a relatively new organization The Medal Collectors 
of America, publisher of a journal and the center point for 
the exchange of information. John W. Adams is the capable 
editor, a gentleman very experienced in the field and the 
author of several numismatic works. 

The Betts book covers medals relating to the Americas, 
North and South, primarily issued in Europe to 
commemorate victories of the British, Spanish and others, 
but also including many issues produced in what is now the 
United States. 

Naval Medal

This is a very choice example of a classic American Naval 
medal, struck by the Philadelphia Mint starting in 1863 
from newly made copy dies. Well struck with a lovely deep 
mahogany finish accented by abundant blue, green and 
magenta iridescence. A few trivial contact marks in the field 
are mentioned solely for the sake of accuracy. 



Classic Long Live the King Button 


4003 Undated (Circa 1789) Long Live The King Button. Cobb- 
Unlisted, DeWitt-Unlisted, Albert (WHB) Page 12, Albert 
(RAU)-EG. 36 mm. Very Fine, or perhaps finer. Mottled 
slate and deep gray patina with sparkly tinning still seen 
through the crown. Completely intact and sharp, with the 
shank both present and unbent. The reverse is crusty with 
oxidation typical of a ground find, but not to any significant 
detriment. A bit of wear, but this was a very nice button when 
it was lost, and the details remain very clear. This is a rather 
pleasing example of this button, one that is often included 
in American collections for its relationship to (and probable 
inspiration for) the 1789 Washington Inaugural buttons. The 
design type has been described as related to King George 
Ills 1789 recovery from his bout with porphyria, though 
this legend and its message could have also come from an 
earlier decade. Two such buttons are reported to have been 
found in America, one in Brooklyn and another in Maine. 
This example is new to this list and was excavated in 1988 in 
Brunswick County, North Carolina, widely expanding the 
area in which they appear to have been worn.

Glossy surfaces with 
traces of retained gilding in the recesses and an intact shank 
on the reverse that is only slightly bent. Slight waviness in the 
flan is easily forgiven. In all, this is a superb example of this 
extremely rare variant that was unknown to J. Harold Cobb 
when he cataloged the buttons produced in celebration of 
George Washingtons 1789 inauguration. A similar button, 
Cobb- 10, features a dotted script GW, where this one has 
a plain script GW and is more frequently seen. Other 
differences are seen in the width of the broad raised ring 
around the GW, the style of ornaments between the words 
of the legend, and the placement of the legend. Here, LIVE 
is at 6 o’clock. It has been published (as of 2005) that just 
two examples of this type are known. This button is a new 
one, having been closely held in one family for a long time. 
Our consignor acquired it from his uncle more than seven 
decades ago, but the history beyond that is unfortunately 
uncertain. What is certain, however, is the great appeal this 
series of political buttons has for collectors of rare buttons, 
political memorabilia, early American coins and George 
Washington medals. While the inaugural buttons as a 
class are not particularly rare, many are ground finds and 
can be quite rough as a result. Nearly all are extremely rare 
when found as fine as this one. An outstanding piece for an 
advanced cabinet, likely offered here for the first time.

Inaugural Button Rarity 



4005 Washington Inaugural Button. Unity, Prosperity & 
Independence. Cobb-21, DeWitt-GW 1789.12, Albert- 
PC2. Brass. Choice Fine. 33 mm. 4.8 grams. This is a 
very rare button. The surfaces are granular and missing 
the shank, but clear enough to easily see the distinctive 
design. As of January 2005, there were just three examples 
known, according to notes in a revision of the original Cobb 
reference done by researcher Kirk Mitchell. It is unclear as 
to which specimens are referenced, beyond one said to have 
been from a Philadelphia family that relocated to Canada. 
One superb example was found in Annapolis, Maryland 
in the 1980s during excavations at the Jonas Green house. 
Green was a printer, who printed colonial Maryland paper 
money. Two more were recently reported found at a site with 
a shoe buckle, a Fugio copper and other items. This offered 
button is said to have been found in southern Maryland, 
about 30 miles from Washington, D.C. Albert, who for 
reasons unknown assigned this type to Washington’s second 
inaugural, knew it was very rare and valued it highly. There 
are probably five to 10 examples accounted for in total, 
making this a prize.

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4006 1790 Manly Medal. Bronze. 48.5 mm. Baker-61 B. Rarity-6. Choice Extremely Fine. This lovely historic medal offers perfect rims 
and impressive sharpness on both sides. The surfaces are light brown with some evidence of faded mint color in protected areas and a 
darker toning spot at NI of VIRGINIA, another at MI of ARMIES. The reverse periphery shows some inherent roughness, as typically 
encountered on this issue, which was struck on cast lancets. The name of Manly has been scraped away, as issued; the medals with 
Manly’s name removed are thought to be those retailed outside of Philadelphia. This well-detailed specimen is nicer than most, and as 
the first Washington medal struck in America, there is always a special place for this medal in the hearts of Washingtoniana collector. 

The Manly medal was voted as number 17 in Katherine Jaeger and Q. David Bowers’ 2007 book. The 100 Greatest American Medals and 
Tokens. We reprint here the text from that reference: 

“In October 1 789 George Washington visited Harvard College in Cambridge, Massachusetts. While he was there Edward Savage painted a 
full-length portrait of him and presented it to the college. Likely, during the president s visit he was sketched by Samuel Brooks, a well-known 
local (Boston) maker of portrait profiles (silhouettes) and painter of miniatures. In 1790 Brooks advertised correct likenesses in two minutes 
sitting! The Brooks and the Savage likenesses are very similar. Soon, Brooks produced dies for what would become the first medal depicting 
Washington as he appeared in life. Later, he moved to one of the Carolinas. 

“Up to this time the only struck ‘Washington medaV was that published in Paris by Voltaire in 1778 (No. 59) with a fictitious portrait. 
Although in America the exploits of Washington as commander in chief of the army in the Revolution and as president inaugurated in 1789 
were well known to the citizenry, his portrait was less familiar. 

“In 1790 the Freeman’s Journal and the Gazette of the United States carried notices that an artist’ proposed a subscription for a medal of 
George Washington.’ Inquiries were received in Wilmington, Delaware by Peter Rynb erg and in Philadelphia by J. Manly ‘in the care of Robert 
Patton, postmaster.’ 

“On March 7, 1790 the Pennsylvania Packet and Daily Advertiser offered these for sale, accompanied by a certificate dated February 
22, 1790, Washington’s birthday, bearing the names of Thomas Mifflin, governor of Pennsylvania; Richard Peters, speaker of the House of 
Assembly, Christian Febiger, treasurer; and Colonel Francis Johnston of the army, attesting that the image on the medal was a ‘a strong and 
expressive likeness and worthy of the attention of the citizens of the United States of America.’ Prices were given as one dollar for a medal in 
‘fine white metal, to resemble silver,’ two dollars for a gold-colored metal (brass), and gold at a price ‘in proportion to weight.’ 

“The Manly medal (Baker-61 ), named for the seller, J. Manly & Co., is signed BROOKS F. on the neck truncation. The medals were produced 
quickly, with the first examples ready by February 20, 1790, just in time to go on sale. The reverse gives his birth date, February 11, 1732 (old 
calendar) in abbreviated form, with other events in his life, as illustrated. To minimize metal movement while being struck and to facilitate 
production, the Manly medals were cast in their approximate form and then were struck with dies to sharpen the details. 

“These were popular in their own time. In 1801 when the east pier of the Market Street bridge was being constructed in Philadelphia, a Manly 
medal and a Westwood medal, each depicting Washington were placed inside, with other mementoes. Circa the 1850s another Brooks obverse 
die, not known to have been used in 1790, was resurrected, and additional medals were struck (Baker-62).”

1896 in exergue. Mint records do not seem to indicate how many pieces were struck, but silver specimens were presented to the Assay 
Commission members. Very attractive steel gray finish overall, with a bit of rose toning at the center of the reverse. 
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4008 1962 United States Assay Commission Medal. Bronze. 
56.7 mm. By Gilroy Roberts, John R. Sinnock and Adam 
Pietz. JK AC- 106. Rarity-7. Mint State. Obv: President 
Kennedy bust left reduced from the Mints Presidential 
medal. Rev: Mint worker pouring molten metal into ingot 
molds, as used on the 1939 Assay medal. Edge: Inscribed 
HOWARD F. JOHNSON, to whom this piece was awarded 
for his service on the 1962 Assay Commission. Standard 
matte finish, as issued. Housed in its official green plush- 
lined case. (Total: 2 items, including case) 

The Assay Commission was a time-honored tradition at the 
Philadelphia Mint. Created not long after the establishment 
opened, its purpose was to test or assay samples of coins in 
precious metals, silver and gold, coined during the prior 
year. From coinage deliveries at Philadelphia, later at branch 
mints as well, selected samples were sent to Philadelphia 
and kept on hand. Early in the next year a commission of 
prominent public citizens, plus Treasury officials (and in 
later years, invited numismatists) gathered to select from 
the samples on hand, have them tested, and report on their 
purity. After silver was largely removed from coinage in 
1965, and completely from circulating coinage after 1971, 
the Assay Commission was moot. It met for a few years and 
was then discontinued. A collection of Assay Commission 
medals can be formed with some persistence. As a general 
rule those of the late 19th century and very early 20th 
century are much easier to find than those from the 1920s 
through 1950s.

Holder. Tied for finest certified, and clearly among the 
finest known, this is a simply outstanding example of the 
type. The sharply impressed devices are boldly rendered and 
stand out above the surrounding fields, with the relief of 
the obverse portrait particularly pronounced. The surfaces 
are smooth and glossy with original reddish-copper patina 
that provides exceptional eye appeal. Authorized by the 41st 
Congress, and designed by Chief Engraver William Barber, 
this medal was struck to commemorate completion of the 
first transcontinental railroad on May 10, 1869. The bronze 
examples, as here, were struck in the Philadelphia Mint in 
1870 to the extent of 496 pieces. Smaller quantities were also 
produced in silver and gilt bronze (HK-12a and HK-12b, 
respectively), followed by a larger quantity of 20th century 
restrikes in yellow bronze. This original bronze striking, 
with exceptional technical quality and eye appeal, would 
serve as a highlight in the finest specialized collection.

Hard Times Token

302, HT-268, Die Combination 6-1. Rarity- 1. German 
Silver. MS-65 (NGC). CAC. This specimen has lustrous 
surfaces under a scattering of russet toning specks that are 
more prominent on the obverse. The overall strike is bold 
by the standards of the type, especially on the reverse, and 
both the quality and eye appeal are commensurate with the 
Gem grade assigned by NGC. This desirable piece would fit 
nicely in a high quality collection of Hard Times tokens, as a 
representative of this popular and well known type. 

Dr. Lewis Feuchtwanger, German immigrant, came to New 
York City and set up an apothecary shop in lower Manhattan, 
where he sold various patent medicines and other items. 
He had an interest in metallurgy and developed a variety 
of German silver known as Feuchtwangers metal, which 
he endeavored to have Congress adopt as an inexpensive 
substitute for the copper in one-cent pieces, even giving 
samples to each member of that legislative body. That didn’t 
happen. On his own Feuchtwanger issued one-cent pieces 
and three-cent pieces in his metal, the cents being especially 
popular and probably issued to the extent of at least a few 
million pieces. The recently issued Whitman book,A Guide 
Book of Hard Times Tokens, by Q. David Bowers, gives 
a detailed Feuchtwanger and lists the different varieties, 
including the one offered here. The present piece in lovely 
Gem Mint State is ideal to illustrate the series. 


Civil War Store Card

Overstruck on an 1862 Indian Cent— MS-65 (NGC). This 
beautiful Gem example is even more appealing due to its 
having been overstruck. The undertype is readily evident on 
both sides, the obverse of the token reveals plenty of detail 
to the wreath, shield and denomination that comprise the 
reverse design of the Indian cent. On the reverse of the 
token, only faint traces of Liberty’s portrait from the cent 
design are discernible, but much of the peripheral legend 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA is legible, and a loupe 
reveals a clear 1862 date from the cent in the area of the 
token’s date. The surfaces are satiny and lustrous with 
tannish-apricot obverse toning and lighter golden-tan color 
on the reverse. Boldly struck and visually appealing, this is 
one of the nicest and most intriguing examples of the type 
that we have ever offered. Worthy of a strong bid! 

Overstrikes on copper-nickel cents, such as the piece offered 
here, were made as special items for sale to numismatists. 
Today the collecting of these forms an interesting specialty 
in itself. In general, copper- nickel Indian cents from 1859 to 
1863 can be obtained, but are not particularly easy to find, 
particularly in high grades such as here. Overstrikes on 1857 
and 1858 Flying Eagle cents are also known and are few and 
far between. One on an 1864 copper- nickel cent would be 
an extreme rarity, and we have never seen one overstruck 
on a bronze cent. Some store cards are overstruck on other 
store cards, probably representing leftover stocks made for 
issuers but not shipped or paid for. The entire field of Civil 
War tokens is an exciting and absorbing one and recently 
much information has become available. Last year the 
Civil War Token Society published the vastly updated third 
edition of United States Civil War Store Cards, by George 
and Melvin Fuld, edited by John Ostendorf This beautiful 
volume, fully illustrated in color, can be ordered through 
the Civil War Token Society website. In addition the second 
edition of A Guide Book of Civil War Tokens, by Q. David 
Bowers, contains suggested market prices and much other 
information.

A nice finely prepared and boldly punched counterstamp 
on a most impressive host coin. The story that goes along 
with the coin is also interesting — Q. David Bowers suggests 
that Sage included these as prizes in boxes of candy. Perhaps 
that accounts for the level of preservation seen on some of 
these pieces. All known examples are on coins dated 1874 — 
quarters, half dollars, and trade dollars. This example shows 
highly original steel gray toning with deep gun metal blue 
at the peripheries and profiling many of the devices on the 
obverse. The reverse shows the same steel gray with golden 
highlights. A very attractive piece.

This is a hard, satiny piece 
with uncommonly smooth surfaces in an early Colonial 
era coin of this type. Sharply defined, as well, and sure to 
sell for a strong bid. Mint State Rosa Americana pieces are 
fairly scarce across the denominations and account for only 
a fraction of known specimens. For instance, the PCGS 
website lists 78 grading events for the present Guide Book 
variety, but just 13 of those are listed as Mint State, and the 
number called MS-63 leads us to believe there may be a 
resubmission or more hidden in the report.

The Castorland 
medals or jeton (or as Breen called them “demi ecu”) are as 
enigmatic as they are rare. The original strikes in silver, as 
here, were probably struck to circulate among the denizens 
of the 630,000 acre parcel of upstate New York which 
French settlers founded in 1793. The settlers built a mill, a 
forge, and a canal and settled two villages, Castorville (now 
Castorland), and Carthage. The name itself, Castorland, is 
from the French “castor” or beaver, an example of which 
figures prominently in the medals design. Nearly always 
seen in well-circulated condition, original Castorland 
pieces — they have been restruck many times over the past 
two centuries — have long been popular with collectors in 
America. We see these only occasionally and when offered 
the bidding is substantial.

Evenly toned olive-brown surfaces are a bit 
rough in texture with light, scattered pitting also noted. However, the detail is above average for the assigned grade. In addition to 
the sharp Chain motif on the reverse, this piece displays bold outline to Liberty’s portrait, the word LIBERTY, and the date 1793 
on the obverse, as well as many of the letters in the reverse legend. All in all, this is a desirable circulated example of an historic and 
popular first year large cent issue. 

The first coinage of the fledgling U.S. Mint at Philadelphia in 1793 was large cents of the Chain reverse type. The tally for the design 
type was 36,103 pieces according to the Guide Book, with that mintage composed of four distinct die combinations. There is, of 
course, the famous Chain AMERI. issue, plus a variety with periods after LIBERTY and the date. All Chain cent varieties are eagerly 
sought in just about any collectable grade from AG on up. Many of today’s surviving specimens exhibit porosity or other problems. 
The present coin is absolutely worthy of the assigned grade. If you are seeking a mid-grade Chain cent for your collection, this piece 
may be just right.

Fine 
Details— Corrosion (NGC). The readily recognizable S-98 
variety combines an obverse on which all four digits in the 
date slant to the viewers right with a Reverse of 1795 die 
(single leaves at the top of the wreath) on which there are 
three triple leaf clusters along the outside left branch. This 
variety is scarce in all grades and very rare at the higher 
levels of preservation. The Condition Census list in the 2000 
reference Walter Breens Encyclopedia of Early United States 
Cents: 1793-1814 identifies two Mint State survivors, one 
AU and two EFs before rapidly descending down to a host 
of VF coins. The offered cent is a more affordable alternative 
for the budget-minded enthusiast and retains bold outline 
definition to all of the devices. The overall design is fully 
appreciable and the die variety easily attributable, although 
the surfaces are noticeably rough with dark charcoal-copper 
patina. This coin is sure to attract many eager bidders among 
variety specialists.

The initial impression is glossy, with the PCGS qualifier 
apparent under magnified scrutiny. Faint granularity is 
visible throughout, though considerable definition remains 
to the devices on both sides.

Double Struck— Fine- 12 (PCGS). The double strike is 
confined to the reverse, especially at the letters and elements 
of the wreath on the left side of the coin. The rotation 
between strikes is minor, but sufficient that, for example, 
one can see the uprights of two letter Ts lying side by side 
in the word UNITED. The toning is mostly light brown 
and both sides are nicely centered within fully denticulated 
borders. The detail is quite bold for the assigned grade level, 
and a few well scattered marks and light surface build up in 
the protected areas are noted solely for accuracy. 

Sheldon- 132 is a scarce die marriage and is difficult to find 
“nice.” The reference Walter Breens Encyclopedia of Early 
United States Large Cents: 1793-1814 states that examples 
of this variety are “often banged up or even mutilated” and 
provides a Condition Census comprising exclusively coins 
grading VF and Fine (only a single Mint State piece is listed, 
and no AUs or EFs). Clearly the present example represents 
an important find for an early copper specialist.

Delightful rose- 
gold blankets the underlying mahogany surfaces of this 
lustrous near- Gem. The design elements are pleasingly 
sharp, only softening at the borders due to a later die state 
(as made). Even the highest and most vulnerable regions 
are nice for the assigned grade, contributing to the silky, 
matte -like surfaces. This cent is stunning and deserves 
close inspection. This cent undoubtedly traces its pedigree 
to the famous Randall Hoard, a keg of (or possibly even 
more) Mint State cents dated 1816 through 1820, and 
possibly some dated 1825 as well (facts are scarce), found 
somewhere in the early 1860s. Legend has it that they were 
buried beneath a railway platform in Georgia, but who 
knows? They eventually wound up in the hands of John 
Swan Randall, a Norwich, New York, merchant. In time the 
coins were distributed to numismatists. In the early 1950s it 
was not uncommon to see dozens of such pieces in dealers 
stocks. Today in 2015, they come on the market one at a 
time due to the widespread interest in such pieces and their 
diffusion among thousands of enthusiasts.

4050 1848 N-9. Rarity-1. MS-65 RD (PCGS). The completely original surfaces are flaming orange red with just a few scattered flecks of 
deeper patina. The luster is exceptional, as is the overall eye appeal. A tiny speck is hidden within the legs of the A in STATES and 
serves as an identifier. One tiny lint mark is noted below the inner hair bun. The long-accepted finest known example of this variety 
is the Hines- Star r-Naftzger coin, also a blazing red Gem. When Mr. Naftzger s coins were sold by Ira and Larry Goldberg in 2009, 
that coin was described, in part: “One of the most impressive cents in this collection of the very best pieces Ted could find in over 
50 years of diligent searching.” For anyone who knows of Ted Naftzger s legendary taste in fine cents, this says everything necessary. 

When the present coin last appeared at auction, the cataloger graded it MS-66 EAC, but commented, “this piece is equal to the 
Naftzger coin that Grellman grades MS67 [EAC] and records as finest known.” It is worth mentioning that the Naftzger coin has 
a large mint-made shallow spot on Liberty’s neck, the result of a strike through error. There is no such anomaly on this beautiful 
cent. The offered coin is not listed in the Noyes Census, but the plates therein reveal it to be at least the second finest example of the 
variety, if not tied for first place with the Naftzger coin. Aside from these two, no other example of the 1848 N-9 variety has even 
half of the beautiful red color seen here.

There was a great flurry and passion 
in 1909 when the Lincoln cent first made its appearance 
and collectors as well as the public saved them in quantity, 
including the low-mintage 1909-S V.D.B. At the time there 
were no holders or folders in which to display them, and 
the passion soon passed. It was not until the 1930s when 
Whitman Publishing pioneered the “penny board,” which 
was mass distributed and provided a panel to insert Lincoln 
cents by date and mint. Wayte Raymond issued his “National” 
cardboard album pages, with clear cellulose acetate slides 
covering the obverse and reverse of each coin. During this 
decade the interest in numismatics expanded many times 
over, and collecting by date and mintmark became popular. 
It was soon learned that many earlier mintmarked coins in 
particular simply hadn’t been saved deliberately and finding 
them was a matter of chance. The 1914-D is in that category.

This is one of the most pronounced 
Doubled Die Obverse varieties in the Lincoln cent series, with sharp doubling to the digits in the date and the letters GOD WE 
TRUST in the motto. Writing in the 2009 edition of the popular book Cherrypickers Guide to Rare Die Varieties of United States 
Coins, Bill Fivaz and J.T. Stanton describe the 1917 FS-101 DDO as, “arguably the most sought after of the early Lincoln cent 
varieties.” The high regard in which this variety is held among specialists is universal, with David W. Lange {The Complete Guide to 
Lincoln Cents, 1996), writing: 

A distinct, doubled-die obverse is known for [the 1917] and has become extremely popular with specialists. Uncirculated examples 
remain quite rare. This variety is illustrated in A Guide Book of United States Coinsfthe Red Book), also in Walter Breens Complete 
Encyclopedia of US. and Colonial Coins and The Lincoln Cent doubled-die, by John A. Wexler. This assures that it will always be in 
demand and will command a premium price when properly attributed!’ 

As one of the finest examples certified at PCGS, and one of the nicest pieces that this cataloger ( JLA) has ever handled, this premium 
near-Gem will be just right for an advanced Lincoln cent variety specialist and/or Registry Set collector.

Pleasing silver gray surfaces offer bold 
definition on all features save for the reverse stars to the left of the digit 5, where isolated (and characteristic) softness of strike is 
noted. Flickers of satiny mint luster are discernible as the coin rotates under a light. This RPD is quite dramatic, especially when the 
date area is studied with the aid of a loupe. Remnants of the small 3 are particularly bold and fill virtually the entire area between the 
primary digits 73. This is one of the most eagerly sought varieties in the Shield nickel series, and this high quality AU coin is sure to 
see spirited bidding at auction.

An unmistakable Proof striking from these dies with exquisite premium Gem 
quality. Both the fields and recesses of the devices are fully mirrored and attest to extensive die polishing done in preparation for 
this special coinage. The balance of the devices have a more satin texture that, at direct viewing angles, contrasts modestly with 
the reflective surface areas described above. The entire package is beautifully toned in iridescent steel gray with intermingled pink, 
gold and blue highlights flashing into view as the coin rotates under a light. The borders are crisp and the devices sharply defined to 
further confirm the Proof status of this lovely and rare Capped Bust half dime. 

As with all early U.S. Mint Proof coins, the 1834 half dime is elusive in this format. All known specimens were struck from the LM-4 
die marriage, which dies were later used to coin circulation strikes. The Proofs, as here, have the right diagonal of the letter M in 
AMERICA full, which feature was later mostly effaced through relapping of the die before the circulation strikes were produced. In 
the 1989 revision to the reference Walter Breens Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof Coins, the author states that at least 
15 different examples of this issue are known. Current estimates are more liberal, with the online version of the PCGS Population 
Report accounting for 20 to 30 pieces extant. In either case, the scarcity of this issue is beyond contestation, as is its popularity, given 
the fact that 1834 is the year that the Mint produced the fabled King of Siam Proof Set. Interestingly, the 1834 half dime in that set 
was added later since this denomination missing when the set was discovered in 1962.

Certified by PCGS in the same grade, the present example clearly ranks among the finest known survivors from the 1835 LM-7 dies.

1862 witnessed a sharp reduction in Proof coin production. Whereas 1,000 Proofs were coined in both 1860 and 1861, only 550 Proof 
1862 half dimes were struck. In truth the mintages of the 1860 and 1861 had proved overly optimistic and many examples remained 
unsold and were subsequently put into circulation (according to recent studies; Walter Breen and others state that unsold Proof coins 
were melted, but there is little evidence of this). To complicate the situation even more, beginning in January, collectors could no longer 
obtain Proof gold and silver coins from the Mint on an individual basis, and now had to acquire entire sets or nothing at all. After July, 
rising silver prices forced the Mint to institute a two -price schedule for Proofs: a higher price for sets obtained using paper currency or 
bank drafts, and a lower price for sets paid for in gold coins. Despite the lower mintage, many Proof 1862 half dimes were eventually 
spent, although enough pieces were preserved that the issue is of similar overall rarity to most other Proof half dimes from the 1860s and 
1870s. Premium Gems, however, are scarce and the present piece should attract strong bidding from discerning collectors.

The reverse, on the other hand, is fully toned with dominant copper-russet that blends with even warmer blue-gray 
at the border. Billowy stain luster is readily evident in all areas, as is sharp to full striking detail. An enchanting piece with expert 
surface preservation and strong eye appeal that will certainly elicit strong bids at auction. The 1862 is the final high mintage half 
dime issued from the Philadelphia Mint before the uncertainty surrounding the outcome of the Civil War drove silver coinage 
from circulation in the Eastern states. A total of 1,492,000 circulation strikes were produced, survivors of which are plentiful by 
the standard of the Liberty Seated series and, as such, figure prominently in both circulated and Mint State type sets. The collector 
assembling a world-class cabinet would be wise to focus on this conditionally scarce Superb Gem, for it is particularly attractive and 
well preserved in an example of the Legend Obverse design type.

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4194 1863 Proof-66 ★ (NGC). Lovely marigold, indigo, and 
lime-green iridescence enhances both sides of this stunning 
premium -Gem. The fields are reflective and nicely contrast 
with the heavily frosted devices. This beauty should be 
seen to be truly appreciated. The 1863 half dime has been 
numismatically famous for a long time. Only 18,000 pieces 
were struck for circulation in an era in which silver coins 
did not circulate at face value in the East or Midwest. Such 
pieces were available only at a premium and were bought by 
bullion brokers and others. Numismatic interest was rather 
small in comparison to what it would become in later years. 
It is estimated that only 100 or so pieces survive today in 
MS-65 or higher grades, and of those only a tiny minority 
would qualify for Proof-66 as here. This beautiful Gem is 
truly a numismatic treasure!

4195 1 864 EF-40 (PCGS). A lovely high grade circulated example 
of one of the key issues of the series. The obverse is evenly 
toned in bold steel gray while the reverse displays mottled 
dove gray, silver gray and rose-russet. Both sides are equally 
bold in detail with smooth, attractive surfaces. In his 1992 
book. The Complete Guide to Liberty Seated Half Dimes, A1 
Blythe said this: 

''The mintage figure listed above is highly suspect. [Kamal] 
Ahwash theorized that if mintage ratios of Half Dimes that 
existed for 1863, 1865, 1866 and 1867 prevailed for 1864, the 
true mintage would be about 14,500, not 48,000. Roy Ash, 
LSCC member, did an auction catalog census for this date in 
1977 and found fewer than 56 Business Strikes advertised, 
with 20 of those being uncirculated. Breen projected that the 
true total is 800-100 survivors in all grades.” 

The example offered here is sure to find its way into an 
advanced collection of Liberty Seated coinage.

4196 1865 Proof-65 (NGC). OH. This Gem is bathed in a 
blend of steel gray and charcoal-russet patina. The design 
elements are lightly frosted and the fields are reflective. At 
some angles a wealth of iridescent pink, gold and cobalt blue 
undertones can be seen. From a mintage of just 500 pieces 
for this, the final Proof half dime of the Civil War era.

The obverse of this exceptional 
Proof displays a bull’s-eye of amber, magenta and electric- 
blue iridescence, contrasting with gold and teal on the 
opposite side.

The eye appeal of this example 
is truly stunning. Just 10,000 circulation strike 1866 half 
dimes were struck and only 725 Proofs. This lovely coin has 
everything to offer and is certainly “high end” for the grade.

Thoroughly delightful and worthy of careful consideration. 
It was not easy for numismatists to order Proof coins from 
the Mint in 1868. The Treasury Department would not 
accept Legal Tender Notes at face value, and collectors had 
to pay a sharp premium or else remit in gold coins.

4199 1872 Proof-64 Cameo (NGC). CAC. Champagne centers 
give way to magenta and teal iridescence at the borders. This 
beautiful Cameo Proof offers frosty devices, reflective fields 
and well preserved surfaces throughout and becomes quite 
dazzling when viewed under a light.

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4200 1873 MS-67 (PCGS). CAC. This is a wonderfully original, 
expertly preserved Superb Gem. Vibrant and satiny, the 
surfaces are further adorned with iridescent toning in vivid 
pinkish-copper and cobalt blue. Sharply, if not fully struck 
throughout, with exceptional quality and eye appeal for the 
issue as well as the type. 

The year 1873 represents the last in which the United States 
Mint produced the silver half dime. By that year the nickel 
five-cent piece had become well established in most parts of 
the country, the first examples of the new type having been 
struck in 1866. On the other hand, the nickel (to which it 
is fondly referred to today) was not popular along the West 
Coast and in the Southwest during the late 19th century, 
where the preference was very much for silver coinage. 
Despite this fact, and probably in deference to the political 
clout of Joseph Wharton, the nations foremost owner of 
nickel mines at that time, the omnibus Act of February 
12, 1873 abolished the silver half dime. The final examples 
of this type were produced in the Philadelphia and San 
Francisco mints, the former facility’s delivery of circulation 
strikes amounting to 712,000 pieces. The 1873 is plentiful 
enough today in circulated grades, although it is among 
the scarcer Philadelphia Mint issues of the Legend Obverse 
type in Mint State. This remarkable Superb Gem is among 
the finest certified, and it is certainly high in the Condition 
Census for this historic final year issue.

The date is legible, if not 100% complete, 
and the most important diagnostics of the JR-1 variety are 
easily seen.

The 1802 is a scarcer, conditionally challenging issue 
among early US.

The reverse is lighter pewter gray with 
isolated reddish-apricot highlights. This piece is nicely 
centered and worthy of a solid bid. In terms of total number 
of coins believed extant, the 1802 is similar in rarity to the 
Draped Bust dime issues dated 1798/7, 1798, 1800 and 1803. 
In the finer circulated grades, as here, this issue is rarer than 
the 1798/7 16-Star Reverse, 1798 Large 8, 1800 and 1803. 
Despite the stated qualifier, this scarce and attractive EF will 
certainly be of interest to early dime specialists.

Delightful 
electric blue iridescence enhances the smooth fields of this 
1805 5 Berries dime, creating a handsome cameo against 
the dove gray devices. The design elements are uniformly 
well struck and sharp for the assigned grade, adding to the 
appeal. In numismatics there are headlines when ultra-Gem 
coins in various series cross the auction block and sell for a 
lot of money. However, reality is that a high percentage of 
all specialists in early silver coins opt to acquire pieces that 
have seen circulation. Indeed, surveys of members of the 
John Reich Collectors Society and the Liberty Seated Coin 
Club show most holdings to be of circulated coins, from 
Good through VF and EF. Even AU coins can be few and 
far between among earlier coins. By acquiring worn coins, 
carefully selected for eye appeal, it becomes possible to build 
a nearly complete set by date and major variety, something 
that is virtually impossible if only Gem coins are desired.

4204 1805 JR-2. Rarity-2. 4 Berries. VG-8 (PCGS). This well 
balanced VG 1805 JR-2 dime retains bold outline detail 
to all of the devices. Toned in a blend of antique gold and 
charcoal-russet, the surfaces are appealing for an early dime 
that saw extensive circulation. There are only two known 
die marriages of the 1805 Draped Bust dime, and they are 
easy to distinguish by counting the number of berries on 
the reverse branch. JR-2, offered here, is more plentiful than 
JR-1 and accounts for approximately 70% of survivors of 
this issue.

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4205 1807 JR-1, the only known dies. Rarity-2. EF Details— 
Damage (PCGS). The offered coin displays plenty of sharp 
striking detail on the devices. Both sides are retoning quite 
nicely in antique silver and steel gray. The stated qualifier 
concerns a slight bend and a few scattered, easily overlooked 
digs and scratches.

The 1807 is the final issue in the Draped Bust dime series, 
and one of the most frequently encountered in todays 
market. It is always in strong demand among type collectors 
in both circulated and Mint State grades.

(PCGS). This lustrous piece glows with silvery iridescence, 
highlighted with faint gold at the borders. The design 
elements are bold, though exhibiting softness to the obverse 
stars that is characteristic to this die pairing. Light evidence 
of friction is apparent across the highest points, but the 
motifs are otherwise unscathed. The fields remain serene 
and are satiny and attractive. The JR-5 variety is popular 
among early type specialists and is easily recognizable by 
the lack of spacing between the upper reverse legend. Often 
encountered in heavily circulated grades, the current well- 
preserved offering is certainly a treat for collectors!

This 1831 dime 
has much to offer both the high grade type collector and 
Capped Bust dime specialist.

The strike is uniformly sharp over both sides. Wisps of 
delicate silver- apricot iridescence add further appeal. As 
nice as this early dime type comes in an MS -64 holder, as 
confirmed by the coveted CAC sticker.

4209 1837 Capped Bust. JR-3. Rarity-2. MS-62 (NGC). A 

strong candidate for inclusion in a Mint State type set, this 
satiny Capped Bust dime from the last year of issue offers 
wonderful toning in rose-gold, olive-gray and cobalt 
blue. The strike is bold to sharp strike and the surfaces are 
uncommonly smooth for the assigned grade. This is a highly 
appealing and desirable piece.

Immensely popular among both Liberty Seated dime 
specialists and general collectors, the 1838-0 is the first 
New Orleans Mint dime and the only one of the No Stars 
design type. This handsome Choice AU is toned in a blend 
of bold steel gray cobalt blue and antique-gold. Both sides 
retain plenty of soft, satiny luster, and the devices are 
sharp. Eagerly sought in all grades, the 1838-0 is typically 
offered in the VG to EF range. Writing for the website 
seateddimevarieties.com, Gerry Fortin states that the 1838- 
O is, “A difficult date in AU or better with few Mint State 
examples known.” The offered dime is a conditionally scarce 
survivor that represents an important find for the advanced 
numismatist.

4211 1839-0 No Drapery. Fortin- 108. Rarity-6. Huge O, 
Reverse of 1838. VF-20 (PCGS). Soft sky blue, emerald and 
rose-gold grace the attractive surfaces of this Huge O rarity. 
Despite uniform circulation, the motifs are handsomely 
defined and bold for the assigned grade. Die lapping (as 
struck) has weakened the date and first three left stars on the 
obverse and should not be confused for a striking deficit, as 
the remaining stars exhibit sharp centrals and lethal spires. 
Very appealing for the grade. 

This is a rare and highly regarded variety among Liberty 
Seated dime specialists. The 1839-0 Fortin- 108 (and its late 
die state counterpart Fortin- 108a) were struck using the 
Huge O mintmark style found on the 1838-0. According 
to Gerry Fortin on the website seateddimevarieties.com, 
“[These varieties] command a significant premium,” which 
the author suggests to be “500-1000%” of regular prices for 
Fortin- 108.

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4212 1839-0 No Drapery. Fortin- 108. Rarity-6. Huge O, 
Reverse of 1838. VG-8 (PCGS). This lovely example of a 
highly elusive die variety displays warm, even dove gray and 
golden-gray toning and problem free surfaces for the grade. 
Most devices are fully outlined, and all are readily evident 
despite isolated softness around the reverse periphery. All 
in all, this is as nice a Liberty Seated dime as one is likely 
to encounter at the VG grade level, especially in an early 
date example from the New Orleans Mint. It represents an 
important second opportunity to acquire an example of this 
elusive variety.

4213 1846 Fortin-101. Rarity-4. AU-50 (PCGS). Only 31,300 
1846 dimes were produced and many found their way into 
circulation, making it a scarce issue in lower grades and 
genuinely rare at and above EF. This lovely AU exhibits 
olive and golden hues highlighting surfaces that are smooth 
and inviting throughout. The devices are bold, with a level 
of intricacy and sharpness rarely seen even at the assigned 
grade level. All-in-all, a thoroughly pleasing example of 
a classic rarity in the Liberty Seated dime series. Often 
compared to the fabled 1844 “Little Orphan Annie” dime, 
which represents a classic case of successful numismatic 
marketing, the 1846 is actually rarer, especially in AU and 
Mint State. Advanced collectors of Liberty Seated coinage 
will want to take full advantage of this desirable offering. 

Gerry Fortin is the “master” of Liberty Seated dimes, and he 
has a website that illustrates hundreds of different minute 
die varieties, gives information about their rarity and is 
otherwise dynamic.

4214 1853 No Arrows. Fortin- 101. Rarity-4. MS-64 (PCGS). 

This is a scarce issue in all grades as only 95,000 pieces 
were minted and many were melted during the era of high 
silver prices brought on by the California Gold Rush. This 
handsome near-Gem example is draped in sandy-silver 
patina with warmer reddish-russet highlights around the 
peripheries. Both sides are equally full in strike with a hard, 
smooth satin texture. According to Kamal M. Ahwash in the 
classic 1977 reference Encyclopedia of United States Liberty 
Seated Dimes: 1837-1891, the mintage of this issue comprised 
just two deliveries: 55,000 pieces on February 17 and 
40,000 coins on February 19. Just two days after the second 
delivery the Act of February 21, 1853, reduced the weight 
of the dime from 2.67 grams to 2.49 grams so that the face 
value exceeded the bullion value and the coins could once 
again circulated freely The new reduced-weight examples of 
1853 (and 1854 to 1855, as well) are distinguished by arrows 
flanking the date on the obverse. Most of the few Mint State 
1853 No Arrows dimes that survived owe their existence 
to Harold P. Newlin, who preserved a small batch of these 
coins sometime prior to 1883. This is a key date issue that is 
eagerly sought by Liberty Seated dime specialists and those 
with an interest in the coinage of 1853.

4215 1853 Arrows. MS-63 (PCGS). This is a lovely Choice 
example of the brief and popular Liberty Seated dime 
style with arrows at the date, minted only from 1853 to 
1855. Sharply impressed with vibrant satin luster. Subtle 
champagne-gold highlights line the left obverse and reverse 
borders of this otherwise brilliant coin.

4216 1860-0 Fortin-101, the only known dies. Rarity-6-. EF-45. 
(NGC) The 1860-0 is a leading rarity in the Liberty Seated 
dime series as only 40,000 were struck and most of these 
saw much circulation. Gerry Fortin (seateddimevarieties. 
com) explains: 

A// Type I obverse Legend seated dimes come with a very 
delicate relief that wears down quickly. This date comes well 
struck but the rapid susceptibility to wear and low survival 
rate makes finding problem free EL or better examples 
difficult!’ 

Indeed, this is one of the boldest survivors that we have 
handled in quite some time. The overall detail is well 
balanced over both sides, with all design elements clear 
and fully appreciable. Richly toned in even charcoal gray, 
this handsome Choice EF would serve as a highlight in an 
advanced collection. The 1860-0 is the final pre-Civil War 
New Orleans Mint Liberty Seated dime, and one of only two 
issues of the Legend Obverse design type.

4217 1867 Proof-66 (PCGS). This is among the most beautifully 
toned Proof Liberty Seated dimes of any date that we have 
offered in recent memory Layered in rich mauve-gray and 
olive-russet patina, both sides reveal vivid reddish-gold 
peripheral highlights. The mint finish is vibrant and the fields 
are reflective, while the devices offer a more satin texture. 
Indeed, if this coin were brilliant or minimally toned, it 
would likely have secured a Cameo designation from PCGS. 
It is a beautiful and exceptionally well preserved Proof 1867 
dime. It is particularly desirable for inclusion in a high grade 
Liberty Seated date set, as circulation strikes are far rarer 
and more expensive.

The motifs are left uniformly 
bold and largely without consequential abrasions. The 
surfaces exhibit a slight granular nature under magnification, 
though this is mostly satisfying to the naked eye.

4220 1873 No Arrows. Fortin-102. Rarity-1. Open 3. MS- 
62 (PCGS). OGH — First Generation. Satiny and bright 
surfaces are framed by rich copper-gold and cobalt-blue at 
the peripheries. The strike is bold and there are surprisingly 
few abrasions for the grade. The 1873 Open 3 Liberty Seated 
dime is not frequently seen at auction, and certainly not in 
Mint State. Indeed, just eight coins are graded finer than 
the offered coin at PCGS, with a lone Gem example at the 
top. Specialists of the series know that attractive coins from 
these low-mintage dates should not be passed up. 1873 was 
an exciting transitional year with three (!) regular issue 
varieties coming from the Philadelphia Mint. The 1873 
Open 3 is by far the scarcest, with the 1873 Close 3 and 1873 
Arrows varieties much more available to collectors. A full 
set of these three would make for an impressive display, and 
why not start with the most difficult to obtain first?

4221 1873 Arrows. Fortin- 103, FS-101. Rarity-6. Doubled 
Die Obverse. VF-25 (PCGS). CAC. Offered is a dramatic 
Doubled Die variety in a highly collectible state of 
preservation. This example offers richly original charcoal 
and steel gray and overall bold definition. The obverse shield 
is sharp and allows ready appreciation of the diagnostics of 
this variety. Discovered by Liberty Seated dime specialist 
Kamal Ahwash prior to 1981, the 1873 FS-101 remains very 
rare, with few examples confirmed. Writing for the website 
seateddimevarieties.com, Gerry Fortin remarks, “Locating 
a choice and original Variety 103 example will take patience 
and considerable effort.” Indeed, this is one of the nicest 
survivors that we can ever recall handling. The importance 
of this attractive, problem-free offering for variety specialists 
cannot be overstated.

4222 1873-S Arrows. Fortin-101. Rarity-4. Repunched 1, Small Thin S. MS-67 (NGC). CAC. Described in our (Bowers and Merenas) 
May 1996 catalog of the Eliasberg Collection as: 

‘A brilliant, lustrous, frosty, sharply struck gem. Absolutely superb. We have never seen a finer one.” 

Those words are as true today as they were 20 years ago and, indeed, this coin ranks as the sole finest 1873-S Liberty Seated dime 
known to the major certification services. A lovely and highly significant example of this scarcer issue in the short lived Arrows 
subseries of 1873 to 1874. 

The 1873-S was produced to the extent of just 455,000 pieces using only two known die marriages. The two varieties share neither 
the same obverse nor the same reverse, but for ease of attribution the reverse is the die on which to focus. Fortin- 101, represented 
here, is the Small Thin S mintmark variety, while Fortin- 102 uses an equally small, yet block-shaped S. The issue as a whole is scarce 
in all grades, with Mint State survivors particularly elusive and rated as Rarity-5 on Gerry Fortins website seateddimevarieties.com. 
We have handled very few 1873-S dimes over the years, even examples in the finer circulated grades such as EF and AU, and cannot 
recall very many Mint State pieces aside from the Eliasberg specimen, which fate has returned to our hands once again for the 
current sale. Representing as it may a once in a lifetime bidding opportunity for the advanced collector of Liberty Seated coinage, 
this coin is sure to see spirited competition at auction.

Despite being faintly glossy, 
this Carson City scarcity remains largely satisfying. The motifs are bold and violet and indigo patina adds appeal. 

One of the “big four” dates from Carson City in the design type, the 1873-CC Arrows dime saw a mintage of 18,791 pieces, modest 
compared to the other operating mints in 1873. The 1873-CC No Arrows dime is unique. Much of the dates mintage went immediately 
into circulation upon production, and todays survivors are apt to be low-grade and often looking as though they spent time in the 
ground. Despite the minor drawbacks noted by NGC, the overall appearance and quality of this coin are such that many will bid strongly 
when this Carson City scarcity crosses the auction block.

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4224 1873-CC Arrows. Fortin- 101, the only known dies. 
Rarity-5. VF Details — Damage (PCGS). Secure Holder. 

Offered is a desirable example of this highly respected rarity 
among CC-Mint dimes. Both sides retain fully appreciable 
devices with some bolder detail evident in a few of the more 
protected areas of the design. Predominantly silver gray, 
wisps of olive and russet patina can be seen around the 
peripheries. There is light glossiness and several digs and 
scratches that are easily overlooked. Given the rarity and 
key date status of this issue at all levels of preservation, we 
suspect that this more affordable VF will find many willing 
buyers among both Liberty Seated dime and Carson City 
Mint specialists.

4253 1796 B-2. Rarity-3. MS-62 (PCGS). This is an exceptionally high grade survivor of this celebrated first year of issue quarter dollar 
rarity. Brilliant, satin to semi-prooflike surfaces display delicate rose-russet highlights around the peripheries. Both sides are smartly 
impressed and expertly centered on the planchet. The obverse is sharply defined throughout and the reverse is pleasingly bold by the 
standards of this early Mint issue. 

The quarter dollar is one of the original denominations authorized for U.S. coinage by the Act of April 2, 1792, along with nine other 
denominations ranging from the copper half cent to the gold eagle. The Act stipulated that the quarter dollar have a monetary value 
of 25 cents, a purity in silver of 92-13/16 grains, and conform to a weight standard of 104 grains. The first examples, however, were 
not produced until 1796, and thereafter no quarters were struck until 1804. As with all early U.S. Mint silver issues, the mintage 
for the 1796 quarter was based on the request of bullion depositors, who specified the denominations they wanted. The limited 
production of this denomination during the 1790s, a trend that would continue through the first several decades of the 19th century, 
is because contemporary bullion depositors requested few quarters from the Mint. Writing in the 2010 book Early Quarter Dollars of 
the United States Mint^ Rory R. Rea, et al theorize that one of the reason for this may have been the ready availability of the Spanish 
colonial 2 reales, a silver coin of similar monetary value to the quarter. Flowing into the United States from Mexico, Central and 
South America, the silver 2 reales was plentiful enough in commercial channels at the time that bullion depositors may have had 
little need for the domestically offered quarter. The Act of February 21, 1857 would eventually remove the legal tender status of 
foreign coins in the United States. 

The first year 1796 quarter was produced to the extent of just 6,146 pieces using the Draped Bust, Small Eagle design attributed to 
noted artist Gilbert Stuart and engraved by Robert Scot. This is the only issue of the Small Eagle type; when production of quarters 
resumed in 1804 the Draped Bust obverse was combined with the Heraldic Eagle reverse. As such, the 1796 is a must-have coin for 
collectors seeking to complete a type set of United States Mint coinage, which places extreme demand on the limited number of 
survivors. Even in the lowest circulated grades such as Fair and AG, the 1796 is a perennially strong performer with examples rarely 
remaining on the open market for long. Mint State survivors are of the utmost rarity and are the province of advanced numismatists. 
Indeed, the PCGS-certified example would be a highlight in even the finest cabinet.

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4254 1804 B-2. Rarity-5. Good-6 (PCGS). The 1804 was the first 
quarter of the Draped Bust, Heraldic Eagle design type, and 
had a low mintage of just 6,738 pieces produced. It is one 
of the most eagerly sought early U.S. Mint silver issues of 
any denomination. The offered example is of the B-5 die 
marriage, the (far) more elusive of the two known varieties 
of the issue. Toned in a blend of steel, dove and pewter gray 
patina, the surfaces display generally even wear with most 
devices fully outlined and clear. The only exception is at the 
upper reverse border, where the letters TE in STATES are 
indistinct. Overall appealing for the assigned grade, this 
piece represents a significant find for an early quarter variety 
collector. Seldom offered in any grade, the July 2014 edition 
of Auction Appearances & Prices Realized for Early United 
States Quarters: 1796-1838 by Steve Tompkins lists just 26 
auction appearances (including duplication of one or more 
coins) for this variety from 1975 through 2012. By way of 
comparison, the same source lists more than 250 auction 
appearances for the 1804 B-1 variety from the early 1980s 
through 2014.

The 2010 book Early Quarter 
Dollars of the United States Mint by Rory Rea, et al. pedigrees 
24 examples of the 1825 B-3 variety in grades ranging from 
MS-66 to EP-45. With bold Extremely Eine definition and 
superior eye appeal relative to the stated qualifier, this 
coin should attract strong bids from early quarter variety 
specialists.

Satiny, lustrous and 
appealing surfaces are accented by lovely reddish-copper 
and golden-gray iridescence. Boldly struck from heavily 
cracked dies, a die crack bisects the obverse from the rim at 7 
o’clock to the rim at 12 o’clock, with several other cracks also 
evident around the periphery on that side. The 1836 Capped 
Bust quarter has the second highest mintage of the type, 
including both the Large and Reduced Diameter variants, 
eclipsed in this regard only by the 1835. Even so. Mint State 
survivors are scarcer than among Reduced Diameter Bust 
quarters, particularly the 1831, 1834 and 1835. The 1836 
is virtually unobtainable as a Gem, making this gorgeous 
Choice Mint State example a desirable addition to an 
advanced Capped Bust quarter set.

An important early Proof quarter that combines outstanding technical 
quality with undeniable rarity. Aesthetically pleasing, as well, both sides are richly toned in a bold blend of mauve-gray, antique 
copper and cobalt blue. More direct viewing angles call forth vivid electric blue and lilac-pink undertones that further confirm the 
undeniable originality of this piece. Fully struck with vibrant, reflective fields, this awe-inspiring Gem would serve as a highlight in 
the finest numismatic cabinet. 

As with all pre-1858 United States Mint Proof coinage, the 1843 Liberty Seated quarter in this format is an important and highly 
regarded rarity. The original mintage was not recorded, in keeping with the Mint s practice regarding Proof coinage at that time, but 
undoubtedly only a few specimens were struck for presentation and other special purposes. All known specimens were coined from 
the same die pair, the reverse of which was previously used to strike all Proof 1841 quarters of which we are aware.

(Enthusiasts Guide to Flying Eagle and Indian Cents, 1996). 
Wisps of golden-russet iridescence adorn otherwise silver 
gray surfaces, uncommonly smooth for a lightly circulated 
Liberty Seated quarter. Faint remnants of satin luster are also 
discernible and the overall definition is bold at the assigned 
grade level. The all important clash marks are readily 
evident in the reverse field above the eagles wings, especially 
when the coin is studied with the aid of a loupe. This would 
be a strong candidate for inclusion in an advanced Flying 
Eagle cent or Liberty Seated quarter collection, or as an 
integral part of a set of the multi-denominational clashed 
die varieties of 1857 (the others of which are the 1857 FS- 
402, FS-403 and FS-901 Flying Eagle cents).

The San Francisco Mint produced 67,000 quarters in this 
Civil War year but, unlike in the East, they were not hoarded. 
As a result, most of the mintage saw heavy and prolonged 
use in local commerce. Today’s survivor is more apt to be 
VG or Fine, with Mint State pieces particularly elusive in 
numismatic circles. Indeed, the PCGS Population Report 
lists only a handful of comparable pieces, with very few finer 
than MS-62.

4378 1839 Liberty Seated. Drapery. WB-102. MS-65+ (PCGS). An exquisite first year Liberty Seated half dollar with colorful toning 
to exceptionally well preserved, premium Gem surfaces. Silky smooth and satiny in texture, the surfaces are adorned with splashes 
of bright cobalt blue, rose-russet and reddish-orange colors that are most vivid over the left central reverse. A bit lightly struck 
in the centers, as typically seen in early Liberty Seated halves from both the Philadelphia and New Orleans mints, both sides are 
impressively sharp elsewhere. A full endowment of vibrant luster rounds out a remarkable list of attributes for this important 
condition rarity. 

This is the premier issue of the Drapery Liberty Seated half dollar design type, differing from its identically dated No Drapery 
counterpart primarily through the addition of extra folds of drapery to the gown at Liberty’s left elbow. This work was done by 
Christian Gobrecht, who seems to have added the extra drapery folds directly to the master die, from which a new master hub was 
raised. In order to balance the new design, Gobrecht modified the master hub by removing portions of the rock upon which Liberty 
is seated, both below the foot and, in particular, in the area closest to star 1. So modified, the master hub was used to raise another, 
final master die for the new Drapery half dollar type. 

Although somewhat overshadowed by the 1839 No Drapery because of that issues status as a one year type, the 1839 Drapery is 
nearly on par as a condition rarity. Indeed, Randy Wiley and Bill Bugert {The Complete Guide to Liberty Seated Half Dollars, 1993) 
rank Mint State survivors of these two issues nearly identically as Rarity-6- and Rarity-5-h, respectively. The present example is the 
single finest certified 1839 Drapery half dollar known to PCGS and NGC, and we are also not aware of another coin that is either its 
equal or superior. For the first year type collector or Liberty Seated half dollar specialist assembling the finest collection, the present 
offering is of the utmost rarity and importance. Bid accordingly, as it may be many years before this exquisite Gem returns to the 
open market.

Reverse of 1838), which was struck in the New Orleans Mint using a leftover die from the outgoing Capped Bust, Reeded Edge 
series. This handsome Mint State survivor displays rich golden-charcoal patina. The strike is bold, if not in all areas, with a hard satin 
texture that is uncommonly smooth at the assigned grade level. Typically offered in circulated grades, the 1840 Small Letters is ranked as 
a Rarity-4-h issue in Mint State by Randy Wiley and Bill Bugert in the 1993 book The Complete Guide to Liberty Seated Half Dollars.

Silver coins 
became worth more for their bullion content than their face 
value, and they soon disappeared from circulation in the 
Eastern United States. The production of new circulation 
strikes for denominations such as the half dollar fell off 
markedly at the Philadelphia Mint beginning in 1850. This 
trend continued through 1852, only to be reversed when 
the Act of February 21, 1853, lowered the weight of most 
silver coins (including the half dollar), thereby allowing 
them to circulate freely once again. Circulation strike 1850, 

1851 and 1852 half dollars are eagerly sought at all levels of 
preservation.

The San Francisco Mint released its first half dollar coinage in 1855, and as with 
most issues from that coinage facility, virtually all of the mintage was sent immediately into circulation, a scenario that played out 
annually. Indeed, the 1855-S half dollar is a key date in the design type. By 1859, the San Francisco Mint was churning out half 
dollars in near-record numbers. Though 566,000 half dollars of this date were struck, their usefulness in commerce was such that 
todays survivor of the 1859-S issue is apt to be a well-worn VG to VF specimen. Higher grade circulated examples are elusive, 
especially when the Mint State category is reached. Few were the collectors in America at that time, and even fewer yet were those 
who collected branch mint silver coinage. This beautiful Gem half dollar no doubt was saved more by chance than intent. Its quality 
is such that it should be considered a high Condition Census specimen, and its overall importance cannot be overstated. It may be 
many years before another 1859-S half dollar of comparable quality and eye appeal enters the numismatic marketplace, so plan your 
bidding accordingly.

4402 1873 No Arrows. WB-101. Open 3. AU-58 (PCGS). The 1873 Open 3 half dollar is exceedingly rare, especially in finer circulated 
and Mint State grades. The current offering represents a fleeting bidding opportunity for the advanced Liberty Seated half dollar 
specialist. The strike is sharp and well preserved, both sides retain sharp to full definition in all areas of this classic design. The 
obverse displays smoky slate gray while the reverse is more steel gray. Areas of lighter pale silver are also evident in the protected 
areas around several of the peripheral devices. Close inspection reveals that the surfaces are of superior quality for this highly 
elusive issue. 

A momentous year for half dollar production at the Philadelphia Mint, 1873 witnessed the production of three different varieties. 
The No Arrows, Close 3 pieces were struck first, to the extent of 587,000 circulation strikes and 600 Proofs. Sometime prior to April 
1, but presumably also before February 12, the date logotype was changed to the Open 3 style in response to a complaint from Chief 
Coiner A. Loudon Snowden that the close-style 3 was easily mistaken for an 8. The Mint struck only 214,000 circulation strikes 
of the No Arrows, Open 3 variety before the Act of February 12, 1873 increased the weight of the half dollar from 12.44 grams to 
12.50 grams. To denote this change, arrows were added to the obverse design, as had been done earlier in 1853, 1854 and 1855 when 
the weight was also changed. The Arrows coinage accounted for the majority of 1873 half dollars struck at the Philadelphia Mint: 
1,815,200 circulation strikes and 500 Proofs. 

Produced for only a limited time, it is likely that most 1873 Open 3 half dollars never even left the Mint, the coins instead being 
melted to provide bullion for the newly mandated Arrows coinage. (Walter Breen, 1988, states that these and presumably other 
half dollars struck to the outdated 12.44-gram standard were destroyed after July 10, 1873.) Indeed, the 1873 Open 3 is the rarest 
circulation strike half dollar of the year struck in the Philadelphia Mint, and it is also a prime rarity in the Liberty Seated series. 
Noted authorities on this series Randy Wiley and Bill Bugert {The Complete Guide to Liberty Seated Half Dollars, 1993) assign this 
issue an overall rating of Rarity-5-h, with EF/AU coins rated even higher at an impressive Rarity-7-h. Offered here is one of the finest 
examples known to PCGS, a Condition Census survivor of an issue that is elusive even in lower grades. This coin is a find for the 
specialist and is sure to see spirited bidding at auction.

4413 1896-S MS-66 (PCGS). CAC. Exceptional quality and eye appeal for this, one of the rarer and more conditionally challenging 
mintmarked Barber half dollar issues. Bursting with billowy satin luster, both sides are peripherally toned in handsome copper- 
russet, reddish-apricot and blue-gray patina. The obverse is the more colorful of the two sides, although both are uniformly brilliant 
in the centers. The strike is complete, and the surfaces are as close to pristine as is realistically obtainable in an 1896-S half dollar. 
An important find for the advanced collector of Barber coinage. 

An early mintmarked Barber half with a limited mintage of 1,140,948 pieces, the 1896-S is scarce to rare in all grades. Attrition 
through circulation was heavy for this issue, and most of the few examples extant are well worn in grades such as Good and 
VG. This is one of the few Mint State survivors that we have offered in recent memory, and the fact that it is a Condition Census 
premium Gem further underscores the significance of this lot. Bid accordingly, as it maybe many years before an 1896-S half dollar 
of comparable quality appears at auction.

By 1957, its valuation had multiplied more than tenfold, 
but several other issues were still valued at higher levels. In 
subsequent years, as interest in the Walking Liberty series 
increased, availability of the different issues was subject to 
increased scrutiny, and by 1970 the 1921-D emerged near 
the top of the rarity lists.

This beautiful and important Condition Census 1951-S half dollar will make be a highlight of the 
finest Franklin half dollar set. Both sides exhibit satin to softly frosted luster with the obverse further adorned with pale silver-olive 
and warmer golden-orange iridescence. The reverse is also attractively toned, albeit with pale speckles of orange-russet peripheral 
iridescence around a pearl gray center. The sharp strike is noteworthy for the issue and, when combined with virtually pristine 
surfaces, marks this coin as one of the finest known of this challenging Franklin half dollar issue. Writing in the 2002 book The 
Complete Guide to Franklin Half Dollars, Rick Tomaska describes MS-66 and MS-67 examples of the 1951-S as follows: 

''Extremely scarce, particularly in FBL! Nearly all high grade examples are from mint sets, typically exhibiting ordinary speckled toning.

Writing in 
the 2013 book The Encyclopedia of United States Silver Dollars: 1794-1804, Q. David Bowers explains: 

‘'The 1796 BB-61 dollar is the most common variety of the year. An estimated 1,250 to 2,000 specimens exist. Most are in middle 
circulated grades, with VF being the median. EF coins turn up with regularity in dealers stocks and auctions and make a nice ‘type 
coin. In AU or better grade 1796 BB-61 is very rare.”

Writing in the 2013 book 
The Encyclopedia of United States Silver Dollars: 1794-1804, 
Q. David Bowers describes this variety: 

“BB-102 is in the medium range of scarcity among silver 
dollars of 1798.

The variety is one of only a few with an average 
grade below the VF level. A review of auction appearances 
demonstrates that here is a variety for which EF and AU are 
remarkable grades!'

In 1921 additional silver dollars were 
made, seemingly illogically, but in fact as backing to Silver 
Certificates. The 1886-0 is a prime condition rarity today.

The 1895 has long been heralded as the “King of the Morgan Dollars” Known only in Proof format, 
survivors from an original mintage of 880 pieces enjoy strong demand among Morgan dollar date collectors and Proof silver dollar 
specialists alike. Both sides of this delightful Choice specimen exhibit olive-apricot peripheral highlights around brilliant centers. 
Field to device contrast is pronounced, as one should expect given the Cameo designation from PCGS. The strike is bold to sharp 
throughout. We expect spirited bidding among discerning numismatists. 

For years popular numismatic references listed a mintage of 12,000 circulation strikes for the 1895 Philadelphia Mint Morgan 
dollar. As no circulation strikes have ever been authenticated, numismatic scholars have questioned the validity of this mintage 
figure. Various theories have been put forth at on attempting to reconcile the 12,000-piece mintage with the absence of surviving 
examples. Some scholars felt that while 12,000 circulation strike 1895 dollars actually were struck in the Philadelphia Mint, all of 
the coins were later melted under terms of the 1918 Pittman Act. Others took the opinion that no circulation 1895 silver dollars 
were ever produced, the 12,000-coin figure representing either a bookkeeping error or referred to a final delivery of 1894-dated 
examples. According to Q. David Bowers in the 2006 edition of the book A Buyers Guide to Silver Dollars & Trade Dollars of 
the United States^ recent research indicates that the final-listed scenario is true; i.e., no circulation strike 1895 dollars were ever 
produced and the 12,000-piece mintage figure comprised solely coins dated 1894.

Comparatively few examples were paid out by the San Francisco Mint over the years, and by 1955 the rarity of this issue 
had been well established in numismatic circles. The 1895-S represents a major hurdle for the advanced Morgan dollar collector not 
only because of its overall elusiveness, but also because it is a formidable condition rarity. Writing in the 1993 book Silver Dollars & 
Trade Dollars of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia, Volume Two, Q. David Bowers states: 

Ask a silver dollar dealer this question: What two Morgan dollar issues usually are seen heavily hagmarked? The answer is apt to be: 
1893-CC and 1895-Sr 

Indeed, the certified population of this issue dwindles rapidly above the MS-64 grade level; the premium near-Gem offered here 
ranks among the finest survivors known to PCGS. 

This beautiful Morgan dollar is fully struck with vibrant, satiny mint luster. The obverse is brilliant, although the reverse exhibits 
light, mottled, golden-copper iridescence — very attractive. Very close to full Gem, and very rare as such, this 1895-S would serve 
as a centerpiece in the finest Morgan dollar set.

The strike is sharp, the luster outstanding, 
and the surfaces are silky smooth. A blush of olive-orange iridescence along the upper reverse border adds further appeal, while the 
balance of the coin remains fully brilliant. Perfect for a stellar- quality type set, as well. We expect spirited bidding from the foremost 
ranks of advanced numismatic buyers. 

An anomaly among Morgan dollars from the 1890s, most of which are absolute and/or condition rarities, the 1896 ranks as one of 
the most plentiful issues in this entire series. Numerous Mint State examples remained in federal vaults until released — mostly into 
numismatic hands it would seem — in the mid 1950s and early 1960s. Q. David Bowers {Silver Dollars & Trade Dollars of the United 
States: A Complete Encyclopedia, Volume Two, 1993) speaks of 16 or 17 bags being included in the Redfield estate, stating that even 
such an immense quantity was “just a drop in the ocean in relation to the total number of Uncirculated coins in existence.”

This example of the final Philadelphia Mint Morgan silver dollar issue is a remarkable condition 
rarity at the MS-67 grade level. Both sides are brilliant with full, satin-textured luster that provides strong cartwheel visual effects. 
The strike is razor sharp throughout, and the overall appearance is of numismatic perfection. Worthy of inclusion in a PCGS 
Registry Set. 

The three 1921 -dated Morgan dollar issues — the first of their kind since 1904 — were achieved under the terms of the 1918 Pittman 
Act, which mandated that hundreds of millions of older silver dollars be melted down into bullion, the proceeds from which the 
government would use to purchase new silver at inflated prices to appease Western mining interests and, more significantly from 
a numismatic viewpoint, to provide backing for Silver Certificates. The newly acquired silver was to be coined into silver dollars. 
With the new Peace design taking longer than anticipated, the Mint resurrected the old Morgan design so that silver dollar coinage 
could resume as quickly as possible. 

When Morgan dollar production halted in 1904, however, no one anticipated a resumption in coinage, and the Mint had destroyed 
the hubs in 1910. This forced Chief Engraver George T. Morgan (assisted by John R. Sinnock) to prepare copy hubs based on 
the 1878 7 Tailfeathers, Reverse of 1878 variety. These copy hubs are easily distinguished from the originals as the design is in 
much shallower relief and of overall poorer workmanship. Nevertheless, the dies that they produced were duly employed by the 
Philadelphia, Denver and San Francisco mints to strike immense quantities of 1921 -dated Morgan dollars. At 44,690,000 pieces 
produced, in fact, the 1921 Philadelphia Mint has the highest mintage of the type, and it is the most plentiful Morgan dollar in 
terms of total number of coins extant in all grades. However, this very common issue develops into an important condition rarity 
in Superb Gem Mint State. Among the finest certified, this Condition Census MS-67 is exceptionally attractive for the issue, and 
represents an important opportunity for the collector of top-quality Morgan dollars.

Both sides are 
mostly brilliant, although iridescent copper-apricot toning is evident around the obverse periphery and in isolated areas on the 
reverse. Carefully preserved and very attractive, this coin would serve as a highlight in the finest Peace dollar set. 

Writing in his 1993 reference Silver Dollars & Trade Dollars of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia, Q. David Bowers 
speculates that many of the 1,01 1,000 pieces minted went into circulation as early as the mid to late 1930s, most being paid out for 
face value from the San Francisco Mint or West Coast banks. Dealers and other numismatists active in the market of the 1940s paid 
little attention to the 1934-S, falsely believing that thousands of Mint State coins were still safely tucked away in vaults at the San 
Francisco Mint. As Bowers relates: 

Tor example, in the February 1943 issue of The Numismatist, Indianapolis dealer Lu Riggs offered Uncirculated 1934-S Peace dollars 
for $1.75 each, the same price charged for 1921, 1922-S, 1923-D, 1923-S, 1927, 1927 -D, 1928, 1928-S, 1934, and 1934-D dollars. In 
other words, it was considered to be one of the cheapest, commonest varieties. By comparison, Riggs charged $2.50 each for these Peace 
dollars, each considered to be more elusive than the 1934-S at the time: 1922-D, 1925, 1925-S, 1926-D, 1926-S, and 1927 -S. Only the 
1922 Philadelphia Mint dollar was cheaper than the 1934-Sr 

In the 1950s, the issue was first recognized as being scarce. By the 1960s and 1970s, its rarity in Mint State had become well 
established. In fact, a group of several hundred Mint State pieces discovered in San Francisco in the early 1960s represented a rare 
find for the time, as was the case with an even smaller selection of just 35 pieces that surfaced at the January 1978 Florida United 
Numismatists Convention. Today, the appearance of individual Mint State examples, as here, represents an important buying 
opportunity for advanced Peace dollar enthusiasts.

Apparently both 
of these dies were originally intended for shipment from 
the Philadelphia Mints engraving department (where all 
working dies were prepared at that time) to the Carson 
City Mint.

FS-501 is the bolder 
of the two reverse varieties, and it enjoys strong demand 
among specialists. Seldom offered in Mint State, the present 
example represents a particularly important find in todays 
market.

The reverse is a bit 
lighter than the obverse, but both sides are enhanced with 
crescents of intense deep charcoal in isolated peripheral 
areas. Well struck for the type with full satin luster, this coin 
would fit comfortably into either a high grade trade dollar 
collection or a Mint State type set comprised of scarcer 
issues. Struck from one of the dies created from the broken 
reverse hub of this type, with no period after the word FINE 
and portions of the letters F, UNI, D, S, M, RI and all Es in 
the legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA missing.

The 1850-0 Liberty gold 
dollar is the rarest of all New Orleans Mint gold dollars with 
a mintage of just 14,000 pieces. Much fewer survive today, 
and certainly most do not retain the preservation and eye 
appeal of this attractive piece. The offered coin is sharply 
struck and just barely worn at the highest points, with 
pretty yellow gold patina deepening to orange-gold at the 
peripheries.

6002 1852 MS-64-1- (PCGS). Lovely satin luster blends with 
handsome medium gold patina on both sides of this sharp 
and appealing near-Gem. A popular issue among classic gold 
type collectors, the 1852 is the most frequently encountered 
date of the Type I design after only the 1851 and 1853.

with coins of this type. Full satin luster and overall smooth- 
looking surfaces make this coin more appealing even than 
many MS-64s that we have handled over the years. Worthy 
of a strong bid! 

The Type II gold dollar of 1854 to 1856 is one of the more 
conditionally challenging series among classic U.S. Mint 
gold coinage. Problems with the design caused difficulty 
with production, leading the Mint to abandon the design 
and replace it with the Type III gold dollar in 1856. These 
same design problems, combined with the brevity of the 
type, also explain why it is so difficult to locate attractive, 
high quality examples in todays market.

Demand for surviving examples is made even stronger 
by the fact that the 1854-S is the only San Francisco Mint 
gold dollar of the Type I design. We anticipate considerable 
bidder interest in this aesthetically pleasing AU-55.

(NGC). OH. This premium Choice Mint State quarter 
eagle offers a vibrant semi-prooflike finish. Both sides are 
noticeably reflective in the fields with more of a satin texture 
to the devices, providing cameo contrast under a light. 
Bright yellow gold patina and a sharp strike give this piece 
appeal that is superior to many survivors of this type. It 
would be difficult to find a more lovely Classic Head quarter 
eagle at the MS-63 grade level. 

An important transitional year in the quarter eagle series, 
1834 witnessed production of both the outgoing Capped 
Head Left type and the newly introduced Classic Head 
design. The differences between these two types goes 
beyond design, for Chief Engraver William Kneass’ Classic 
Head motif was created in conjunction with a reduction in 
weight for the quarter eagle per the Act of August 1, 1834. 
Rising gold prices in preceding years made contemporary 
U.S. Mint gold coins worth more as bullion than as a 
circulating medium of exchange, with most old tenor 
examples being melted for their precious metal content. A 
reduction in weight from 4.37 grams to 4.18 grams solved 
this problem for the quarter eagle, promoting coinage of 
new examples and allowing them to remain in commercial 
channels. Kneass’ redesign of the denomination facilitated 
ease of identification of the new tenor pieces. Indeed, the 
first year 1834 Classic Head set a record mintage for the 
denomination up to that time, with the Philadelphia Mint 
delivering 1 12,234 pieces. Enough examples were saved that 
this issue is now widely regarded as one of the most plentiful 
in the Classic Head series, its first year status adding to its 
desirability for type purposes. Even so, high quality Mint 
State survivors are scarce in an absolute sense and rare 
relative to the demand for such pieces in today’s market. 
This delightful coin is sure to see spirited bidding among 
discerning collectors.

The strike is more or less bold in the centers and virtually 
full elsewhere. Always in demand among Southern gold 
specialists and other advanced gold collectors, the 1839-D 
is not only the first quarter eagle from the Dahlonega Mint, 
but also the only D-Mint issue in the Classic Head quarter 
eagle series. Most collectors will need to settle for a lower 
grade, since the typically encountered 1839-D is VF or EF.

6022 1911 Proof-66 (PCGS). This is a beautiful example of Sandblast Proof gold coinage from the early 20th century United States Mint. 
The strike is razor sharp and both sides display attractive gold patina. The Sandblast finish is expertly imparted and lovely, the 
surfaces sparkle with myriad tiny facets as the coin rotates under a light. This specimen would be an ideal inclusion in an advanced 
cabinet of classic Proof gold coinage. 

After experimenting with a satin finish for the 1909 and 1910 issues, the Mint returned to the Sandblast format for the Proof 1911 
Indian quarter eagle. This is the same general finish used for the Proof 1908, although the typical Proof 191 1 is somewhat lighter in 
color with more of a fine grain texture. These two issues are actually the most readily obtainable Proof Indian quarter eagles. The

6025 1913 Proof-65 (PCGS). The 1913 is one of the rarer Proof Indian quarter eagle issues. Bold deep khaki patina dominates the 
surfaces, although both sides also reveal olive and rose highlights that are most pronounced over the Native Americans headdress. 
Striking detail is uniformly full throughout. The Sandblast finish is highly appealing. Outstanding technical quality and visual 
appeal are sure to catch the eyes of discerning Proof gold coin specialists. 

The 1913 is one of the rarest of the challenging, Proof Indian quarter eagles of 1908 to 1915. Mint records indicate that 165 pieces 
were produced, actually a fairly generous total by the standards of the type. Even so, the 1913 vies with the 1912 as the third rarest 
Proof Indian quarter eagle in terms of total number of coins believed extant. It is rarer even than the Proof 1914, a lower mintage 
issue with just 117 coins produced. Writing in the 2008 revision to David W. Akers’ classic work A Handbook of 20th Century United 
States Gold Coins: 1907-1933, Jeff Ambio accounts for only 50 to 65 survivors, which squares nicely with an estimate of “less than 
100 known” provided by the current online version of The PCGS Population Report. Rarity combined with solid Gem quality and 
eye appeal make this impressive specimen a perfect addition to an advanced cabinet.

Immensely popular among three- 
dollar gold enthusiasts and advanced gold collectors alike, 
the 1887 $3 gold piece had a limited circulation strike 
mintage of 6,000 pieces. This lovely Choice coin exhibits 
vibrant satin luster and vivid orange-gold patina. The strike 
is sharp, and the surfaces are nicely preserved and appealing. 

Rarer than even the limited mintage might imply, the 
1887 is more challenging to locate than several other key 
date three-dollar gold deliveries from the 1880s, even the 
lower mintage 1888 and 1889. This issue seems to have 
been largely overlooked by contemporary numismatists, in 
contrast to other low mintage three-dollar pieces of the era. 
Rather, most circulation strikes of this date remained in the 
Mint and were subsequently melted. According to Q. David 
Bowers and Douglas Winter in the 2005 book The United 
States $3 Gold Pieces: 1854-1 889 ^ fewer than 200 Mint 
State 1887 three-dollar gold pieces can be accounted for 
in numismatic circles. By way of comparison, the authors 
estimate that 350 to 450 Mint State 1888 threes are extant, 
this from a lower original mintage of 5,000 pieces. Clearly an 
underrated issue, the present 1887 represents an important 
find for the astute buyer.

We are delighted to offer a more affordable survivor to advanced Southern gold 
specialists. The definition is sharp by Charlotte Mint standards, both in terms of striking quality and the amount of detail remaining 
after limited commercial use. Even olive-khaki patina is attractive and the overall appearance is uncommonly smooth despite the 
NGC qualifier. All in all, this is a superior quality survivor of this important key date issue. 

The Charlotte Mint struck two varieties of half eagle in 1842, distinguishable by the size of the date logotype. The Small Date pieces 
were undoubtedly produced first, since they display the same style logotype used on the 1840-C and 1841-C issues. Conversely, the 
Large Date logotype would continue in use beyond 1842. The 1842-C Small Date is among the leading rarities in the Charlotte Mint 
gold coin series, including all denominations. In fact, only the legendary 1849-C Open Wreath gold dollar is rarer. Noted Southern 
gold expert Douglas Winter {Gold Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861, 2008 edition) accounts for just 60 to 80 survivors of the 
1842-C Small Date half eagle in all grades. The vast majority of coins extant grade VF or EF, with AU and Mint State coins very rare 
and only infrequently offered. The example we offer here is worthy of serious consideration and a solid bid.

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6037 1847-0 EF-40 (PCGS). Produced to the extent of just 12,000 pieces, and suffering a high rate of attrition through commercial use, 
the 1847-0 is the rarest New Orleans Mint half eagle from both absolute and high grade standpoints. Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth 
{Encyclopedia ofU.S. Gold Coins: 1795-1933, 2008 edition) state that the 1847-0 is “one of the rarest [half eagles] of the era” and “is very 
underappreciated in comparison to the more readily available issues from the Dahlonega and Charlotte mints.” With most survivors 
grading VF or lower, this sharp EF also ranks as an important condition rarity among extant examples. Warmly toned olive-orange 
surfaces are a bit glossy in texture, yet overall smooth with definition that is actually sharp enough to suggest an AU rating. An important 
bidding opportunity for the Southern gold specialist, and a coin that would serve with distinction in an advanced collection.

Historic 1861-C Half Eagle Rarity 



6038 1861-C AU-53 (PCGS) . This lovely AU half eagle is an historic Charlotte Mint rarity with ties to the Southern Confederacy. Warmly 
patinated in olive and honey-gold, both sides are well defined for a product of this mint. The surfaces are nicely preserved and the 
eye appeal is superior to that seen in the typical C-Mint half eagle at the AU grade level. One of the most important gold offerings 
in this sale, and certain to elicit strong bids. 

The 1861-C is the final Charlotte Mint half eagle and one of the rarest in this widely collected Southern gold series. It is also eagerly 
sought because a portion of the original mintage was achieved after the Charlotte Mint was seized by troops loyal to the Confederate 
cause. As Doug Winter explains in the third (2008) edition of the book Gold Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861: 

‘'The 1861-C half eagle is the final coin produced at the Charlotte Mint. Of the 6,879 pieces produced, it is believed that 887 were struck 
in May 1861 under the supervision of the Confederacy. On April 20, the Charlotte Mint was seized by rebel troops. Current mint 
employees were forced to pledge loyalty oaths to the Confederacy or to lose their jobs.” 

Winter accounts for only 150 to 175 survivors in all grades and ranks the 1861-C eighth in overall rarity among the 24 Charlotte 
Mint half eagles. It is more challenging to locate than such other issues as the 1839-C, 185 1-C, 1856-C and 1860-C. With the typical 
survivor grading VF or EF, the AU offered here rates as an important condition rarity. This 1861-C half eagle is sure to attract 
intense bidder competition.

The strike is full and there is good 
field to device contrast evident. With only 88 produced, the Proof 1890 half eagle entered the annals of U.S. coinage history as a rare 
issue. Regarding the survivors, Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth {Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins: 1795-1933, 2008) state, “The Proof 1890 
half eagle is very rare in all grade levels.... There are only 20 to 25 coins known.” This is the first example that we can recall offering 
in quite some time, and the rarity, quality and eye appeal will certainly appeal to advanced gold specialists.

Writing in the 
2008 revision to David A. Akers’ classic reference A Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold Coins: 1907- 1933, Jeff Ambio 
asserts: 

“...the best that the market can usually muster [in a 1910-S Indian eagle] is an MS-64. There are no more than five or six Gems known, 
and the 1910-S is unobtainable as a Superb Gem. In fact, this issue barely edges out the more highly regarded 1920-S to rank third in 
high-grade rarity among the 32 [circulation] strike issues in this series!'

Both sides display 
attractive khaki-rose patina, overall bold definition and 
ample luster at this level. Worthy of a solid bid, as it offers 
above average eye appeal for the grade.

The strike is razor sharp throughout — a rare attribute for this generally poorly produced issue — and the level of preservation is 
superior in an 1882-S double eagle. Of this issue, Q. David Bowers writes in the 2004 book A Guide Book of Double Eagle Gold Coins, 
“The 1882-S, similar to many other San Francisco coins of this era, is readily available in any grade desired from VF to MS-62.” 
Michael Fuljenz and Douglas Winter confirm this statement and expound on the high grade rarity of the 1882-S in the 1999 edition 
of the book Type Three Double Eagles: 1877-1907: 

“The 1882-S Double Eagle is common in circulated grades and it can be located in the lower Uncirculated grades (Mint State-60 to Mint 
State-61) without difficulty. It becomes scarce in accurately graded Mint State-62 and is extremely rare in any grade higher than this... 
An 1882-S Double Eagle that grades Mint State-62 and is choice for the grade qualifies in the Condition Census!' 

Solidly graded as Choice Mint State, the present example certainly ranks as an important condition rarity and one of the finest 1882- 
S twenties available to advanced collectors of Liberty gold coinage. A highlight of the extensive double eagle offerings in this sale, 
and a find for the discerning bidder.

The current example sits just a single numerical grade 
point below the finest seen by PGCS, stressing the true conditional challenges that this issue faces.

6136 1884-CC MS-61 (NGC). An exciting offering, the present lot offers a lovely Mint State double eagle from the fabled Carson City 
Mint. Both sides exhibit satin to softly frosted luster than blends nicely with vivid orange-gold patina. The strike is bold, if not sharp 
in all areas, and the surfaces are uncommonly smooth for the assigned grade, as well as in the context of the issue as a whole. A 
highly desirable piece that is sure to see spirited bidding from many quarters. 

It is a sign of the overall scarcity of Carson City Mint gold coinage when the 1884-CC, produced to the extent of just 81,139 pieces, 
boasts the fourth highest mintage figure of any CC-mint double eagle produced up to that point in time. Writing in our 2012 catalog 
of the Battle Born Collection of Carson City Mint Coinage, noted CC-mint expert Rusty Goe states: 

''The survival rate for the 1884-CC $20 gold pieces is about the same for other dates in the series: three to three and a half percent. 
Because of the higher original mintage figure, and because so many examples of this date were shipped to foreign countries before being 
repatriated in the 20th century, Mint State specimens are relatively plentiful!’ 

The reasons behind both the high rate of attrition suffered by double eagles of this era and the relatively plentiful nature of this issue 
in the context of the CC-mint twenty-dollar gold series are provided by Q. David Bowers in the same catalog: 

"This coinage circulated extensively in the West and also was used in the export trade, the latter usually having had some light wear 
before being sent to foreign destinations. Today in 2012 the 1884-CC is rare enough to be numismatically enticing, and common enough 
(in the context of Carson City coinage) to be numismatically available. VF, EF, and AU coins abound. Years ago, VF and EF were 
dominant. In recent decades the supply has been augmented by many nice EF and AU pieces from overseas sources — to reiterate a 
familiar scenario. Higher level coins are mostly in the MS-60 to 62 range...” 

We stress the phrase “in the context of Carson City coinage” because, as both authors make clear, the 1884-CC is a scarce issue in an 
absolute sense due to a mintage that is extremely limited by modern U.S. Mint standards combined with a low rate of survival. When 
one further considers the popularity that Carson City Mint coinage enjoys among todays collectors and the resulting demand for 
attractive, high grade examples, the present piece emerges as a significant rarity from a market availability standpoint. An important 
find for the advanced collector, be they a CC-mint specialist, double eagle enthusiast, or mintmarked gold type collector.

Relatively few are notable rarities. This enthusiasm has been 
engendered by several factors. First, large and impressive 
double eagle coins are interesting to own and provide a 
store of value because of their gold content. Second, the 
availability of Mint State coins from three different treasure 
ships, the S.S. Central America (sunk in 1857), S.S. Brother 
Jonathan (1865), and S.S. Republic (1865), has widely 
expanded interest in this denomination. There are more 
than just a few numismatists who have just one double eagle 
in their “collection” — the 1857-S from the Central America.

6210 MCMVII (1907) Saint-Gaudens. High Relief. Wire Rim. MS-64 (PCGS). This is an impressively lustrous and aesthetically 
appealing example of the famous and beautiful MCMVII double eagle designed by Augustus Saint-Gaudens. Handsome orange- 
gold surfaces are satiny and lovely. Premium quality for the assigned grade. 

The High Relief double eagle of 1907 is one of the most famous of all American coins with a motif that is probably the all-time 
favorite of numismatists. The story of Theodore Roosevelt and Augustus Saint-Gaudens is well known. In brief, in 1904 Roosevelt 
visited the Smithsonian Institution and was impressed with the artistry of Ancient Greek coins he saw on display. In 1905, he 
contacted Saint-Gaudens, Americas most famous sculptor, to see if he could improve American coinage. The president felt current 
issues of all denominations to be rather bland — probably referring more to the Barber silver coins and the Liberty gold than to the 
Indian cent and Liberty nickel. The commission was accepted, and Saint-Gaudens went to work. By early 1907, patterns of the $20 
double eagle were made, with the designs in high relief, almost sculpture-like, and with the classical touch of the date in Roman 
numerals. Exchanges of correspondence ensued, and the motif was further developed, while at the same time the artist was working 
on the $10 denomination. Saint-Gaudens was ill, terminally it turned out, and passed away on August 3, 1907. His assistant, Henry 
Hering, finished the models, and in December the High Relief MCMVII double eagles, as here, were first coined. These became 
a sensation immediately, and the price rose overnight from face value to $28, if not $30. Likely, of the slightly more than 12,000 
examples coined — a small mintage by any standard — most were snapped up by numismatists, investors and members of the 
general public. As time went on, the novelty faded, some were spent, and after March 1933, many were turned in by the public when 
President Franklin Roosevelt demanded such. Today in 2015 we suspect that only about 6,000 examples remain, the vast majority 
of which are in grades lower than the piece offered here.

Out of net 
distribution of 71,369 coins, survivors can typically be had 
without undue difficulty in grades through MS-66. Superb 
Gems in MS-67, however, are scarce, and examples grading 
any finer are nothing short of rare.

Numismatist Thomas G. Melish provided the impetus 
for the commemorative half dollar which, in the words 
of the authorizing Act of May 5, 1936, was created “to 
commemorate Clevelands contribution to the industrial 
progress of the United States for a century.” It also marked 
the 100th anniversary of the city’s incorporation.

Held to celebrate the opening of the Panama Canal by the 
August 15, 1914, passage of the S.S. Ancon, and also the 
rebirth of San Francisco after the earthquake and fire of 
1906, the Panama-Pacific International Exposition opened 
its doors in San Francisco on February 20, 1915, and closed 
on December 4 of that same year. The Congressional Act 
of January 16, 1915, called for the production of special 
half dollars, gold dollars, quarter eagles and $50 gold pieces 


to commemorative this historic event. The Act specified 
the maximum number of examples of each denomination 
to be struck — 10,000 pieces for the quarter eagle. Due to 
its proximity to the Exposition, the San Francisco Mint 
produced all of the Panama-Pacific commemoratives, 
including the authorized 10,000 quarter eagles, plus an 
additional 17 coins for assay purposes. Sales to the public 
both at the Exposition and through other venues proved 
somewhat disappointing, however, and in due course 3,251 
examples were returned to the Mint and melted, leaving a 
net distribution of just 6,749 pieces. 

On the reverse is an eagle perched on top of a Roman 
standard, as created by George T. Morgan for a pattern half 
dollar reverse in 1877 and also used on the reverse of the 
1879 Schoolgirl pattern dollar. 

Extremely popular with todays collectors, it is challenging 
to locate a high grade example of the Panama- Pacific 
quarter eagle. Superb Gems in MS-67, as here, are of the 
utmost desirability given that this issue is all but unknown 
graded any finer by PCGS or NGC.

Through the Act of March 3, 1925, Congress 
authorized the Mint to produce 200,000 quarter eagles and 
1,000,000 half dollars, which orders the Philadelphia facility 
duly carried out during May and June of 1926.

In light of actual sales to the contemporary public 
these mintage figures proved wildly optimistic, with 154,207 
quarter eagles and 859,408 half dollars eventually being 
melted as unsold.

In todays market, both Sesquicentennial issues are regarded 
as conditionally challenging. Indeed, the quarter eagle, 
which is easily obtained in grades up to and including MS- 
64, is seldom offered in Gem MS-65, and rarely any finer.

Rich, handsome copper brown toning and subtle lilac-blue undertones 
make this remarkable condition rarity a delight to behold. 

The pattern cents of 1855 were struck as part of the Mints search for an alternative to the regular issue large cent of era, a process 
begun in 1850. At the time, rising copper prices were affecting the profit the Mint received from coining half cents and cents. A 
smaller, lighter cent would be cheaper for the Mint to produce and, by extension, increase profits. 

The patterns of 1855 display the same basic flying eagle design that the Mint used for most pattern cents of 1854. The website 
uspatterns.com contains an image of a notation in the Eckfeldt journal that confirms that the 1855 patterns were struck early that 
year: 

‘'Flying eagle cent struck in Feb 1855, the diameter 1 inch the tail a little small in the wreath; other ways [sic, s/b otherwise] the same as 
those of 1854” 

Patterns were produced using two slightly different reverse designs (differing in the number of leaves in the wreath clusters), and in 
a host of metallic compositions including copper, bronze, nickel and German silver. Judd- 173, offered here, is among the rarest of 
these types, and the offered Superb Gem is the single highest graded at the major certification services. This beautiful coin belongs 
in the finest pattern set or advanced large cent collection.

6293 1851 Augustus Humbert $50. Reeded Edge. K-7. Rarity-7. 887 THOUS., Target Reverse. Fine-12 (NGC). This is an attractively 
original example of an extremely popular California Gold Rush type, one that saw actual commercial use during that historic 
era. Both sides are richly toned in bold copper-rose and deep khaki-gold patina, the colors evenly blended over both sides. Most 
of the central devices are clear, but of the peripheral features little is seen, although the date on the obverse is discernible with 
patience, and enough of the ribbon is evident at the lower reverse border to confirm the rare Kagin-7 attribution. Surface and rim 
marks are commensurate with the assigned grade. Pleasing overall, this endearing coin possesses both undeniable significance as a 
numismatic rarity and considerable charm as a link to the California Gold Rush. 

James Wilson Marshalls discovery of gold in California’s American River on January 24, 1848, catalyzed the largest and most 
romanticized gold rush in United States history. As news of this discovery spread, 300,000 people from both the Eastern United 
States and abroad would eventually make their way to California seeking wealth and prosperity. Some did strike it rich, although 
most were less successful. The Gold Rush and the large influx of people that it brought to California (the first great surge of which 
came in 1849, hence the popular cultural term “Forty-Niners”) resulted in immense changes in American life, both in California 
and throughout the burgeoning nation. For example, the close proximity of San Francisco to the gold fields made it an attractive port 
of entry for those arriving in California by sea, and also as an outfitting center and base of operations for gold seekers. The town, 
known then as Yerba Buena, a small settlement of 200 souls in 1846, was renamed San Francisco and grew exponentially into a city 
of 36,000 people by 1852. 

With great change and, ultimately, great progress, came trials and setbacks. Such a tremendous surge in population in a short period 
of time resulted in an acute shortage of circulating currency. There was no established mint in the area when the Gold Rush began, 
and what little coinage the “Forty-Niners” and others brought with them was woefully inadequate to sustain an economy. Gold 
dust, which was quicldy adopted as a medium of exchange, proved difficult to work with. There was the additional problem of what 
to do with all of the gold that was being mined. Clearly it needed to be converted into a form that was universally acceptable so 
that it could not only be used in commerce in California, but could also be transported to New York, Philadelphia and other major 
economic centers. To meet the immediate economic needs of Gold Rush California, various private minting firms sprang up in 
and around San Francisco. Some were short-lived and produced few coins and/or ingots, often of poor quality, and sometimes of 
inadequate weight and/or fineness. The firm of Moffat & Co. became the most important private minter serving the California Gold 
Rush. 

As early as 1 849 proposals were introduced both in the California Legislature and United States Congress calling for the establishment 
of an assay office or branch mint in California. Competing political interests delayed action on the federal government’s part, and 
most Californians wanted more than simply a state-run assay office. A federal branch mint was desired to convert newly mined gold 
into large coins and ingots and also to strike much needed smaller denomination coins. 

A compromise bill, passed through Congress on September 30, 1850, established the United States Assay Office, to be located in San 
Francisco. Moffat & Co. received the contract to operate as the United States Assay Office, with New York watchmaker Augustus 
Humbert appointed as United States Assayer. Humbert arrived in San Francisco on January 30, 1851, bringing with him the first 
dies for coinage that had been prepared by Charles C. Wright. The first coins — $50 gold pieces — were issued under Humbert’s 
authority the following day, with ingots following on February 14. The United States Assay Office continued to operate with these 
principals until the dissolution of Moffat & Co. in early 1852, after which the federal contract was assumed by Curtis, Perry & Ward 
under the name of the United States Assay Office of Gold. Humbert remained as assayer under the successor firm. Curtis, Perry & 
Ward eventually sold their coinage facility to the United States government, which expanded it slightly, added new equipment, and 
opened it as the San Francisco Mint in March 1854. 

The operations of the United States Assay Office in 1851 and 1852 represent an important and defining chapter in the coinage 
history of the California Gold Rush and, indeed, the nation as a whole. 

One of Humbert’s $50 gold pieces from his first year as assayer in California, this endearing piece offers the collector an important 
opportunity to own an impressive memento of this widely studied and avidly collected era in United States frontier history.

This is a beautiful near-Mint survivor with 
iridescent copper-rose highlights on otherwise khaki-gold 
surfaces. The details are sharply defined throughout and 
there is ample evidence of a vibrant satin finish.

Conjoined busts of the president and vice president in 
an otherwise blank held. According to Neil MacNeil in 
the book The Presidents Medal: 1789-1977, this design 
was used for an unofficial inaugural medal approved and 
commissioned by the Inaugural Committee. Apparently 
Johnson was quite angry that his portrait was not shown 
along with Kennedy’s on the official inaugural medal, despite 
the fact that he was aware it was traditional to portray only 
the president on a first term medal. To mollify Johnson’s 
feelings, who reportedly was quite vocal about the perceived 
snub, it was determined by the Inaugural Committee to 
make a special inaugural medal with portraits of both 
Kennedy and Johnson to present to the vice president. The 
inspiration for the design was the conjoined portraits from 
the Inaugural Ball souvenir, by Philip Kraczowski. Sculptor 
Kraczowski was able to modify and enlarge the portraits 
from the charm, making Johnson’s portrait much more 
flattering, and a single 70 mm uniface gold specimen was 
struck to present to the vice president who, reportedly, was 
quite satisfied. The following year the Robbins Company 
produced a 70 mm bi-facial version using the Kraczowski 
obverse along with the presidential and vice presidential 
seals on the reverse for public sale. A 40 mm medal is not 
mentioned in the references, so it is difficult to say if this is 
for an unlisted size, a pattern piece, or just a model for an 
unfinished production. 
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Augustus B. Sage Medals 

By Q. David Bowers 


I n 1858 Augustus B. Sage, a teenager who taught school in New 
York City, emerged as one of the leading figures in coin col- 
lecting. Imbued with endless enthusiasm, early in the year he 
thought it to be a good idea to form a club or association of coin 
collectors. In his family home upstairs at 121 Essex Street, New 
York City, he gathered friends, and in March formed the American 
Numismatic Society. This had far-reaching implications, went 
through several transitions, and today is one of the worlds leading 
organizations. 

In the summer of 1858 
George H. Lovett, local die 
sinker and coiner, began creat- 
ing tokens or medalets, typi- 
cally about 31mm in diam- 
eter, to depict various events. 

Prime on his list was the suc- 
cess of the Atlantic Cable, the 
telegraph connecting America 
and Great Britain created by 
Cyrus Field. When the first 
message was received, excite- 
ment knew no bounds, pa- 
rades were held in New York 
City, and a new era of commu- 
nications was launched. Lovett 
issued an appropriate medalet 
that sold well. Unfortunately, 
the connection petered out 
soon thereafter, and it was not 
until after the Civil War that 
another cable was successful. 

Inspired by this and other 
tokens, Augustus Sage in late 
1858 decided to create his own 
series of tokens, submitting 
ideas and sketches to Lovett, 
who produced the pieces for 
Sage. His first series, short- 
lived as it turned out, were the 
Odds 8c Ends tokens, begin- 
ning with number 1, showing 
the famous Crystal Palace in flames as it appeared in October 1858. 
This dominated the news at the time and was an ideal subject. The 
second showed the Old Sugar House, a building in New York City 
that had housed Yankee prisoners when the city was occupied by 
the British during the Revolutionary War. The third and final Odds 
& Ends token featured Paul Morphy, the world champion chess 


player highly honored in both America and Europe. This was an 
era in which chess was followed closely by the intellectual set, and 
columns and news about it appeared regularly in newspapers and 
other journals. 

Other series of tokens followed, including the Historical To- 
kens series of slightly over a dozen pieces, the Numismatic Gal- 
lery featuring prominent numismatists of the era, and a few others. 

These tokens were made primar- 
ily in copper, but some strikings 
in white metal, brass and, rarely, 
silver were also made. In the 
meantime, in 1859 when most of 
these tokens were struck and is- 
sued, Sage was Americas leading 
numismatic auction cataloger, 
turning out three sales during 
the year, each of which was a suc- 
cess. The tokens were advertised 
by Sage, sold by mail, and also 
were available at Sages coin shop 
in New York City. There does not 
seem to have been any particular 
arrangement in selling them, as 
today some tokens are much rar- 
er than others. All are very col- 
lectible and form an interesting 
series. They are lightly chronicled 
and anyone interested in learning 
about them should consult both 
the fourth edition Russell Rulaus 
Standard Catalog of U.S. Tokens, 
1700-1900 and Dave Bowers 
American Numismatics Before the 
Civil War, the latter having in- 
depth treatment of each variety. 
Dave Bowers and Steve Hayden 
have discussed the idea of doing 
a study on the various medalets 
of 1858 through 1860 made by 
George H. Lovett in New York 
City and others during the era, a 
field that comprises somewhat over 100 different varieties, but to 
date it has been only a concept. We 11 see what happens. Certainly 
the field of medalets of this era offers many fascinating varieties, 
each historically themed and available at reasonable cost. The pres- 
ent offering is one of the largest to ever appear in modern times and 
includes many interesting pieces. 




Iconic depictions serving as inspiration 
for the early tokens of Augustus Sage. 
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30057 1858 Cyrus W. Field Medal. White Metal. 51 mm. 742.8 
grains. Mint State. Approximately 50% bright tin surfaces 
deepening to warm navy blue and charcoal gray. This variety 
is designated as the “Lovett-Sage Field Medal (2nd Reverse)” 
by Q. David Bowers in his book American Numismatics 
Before the Civil War, 1760-1860. Cyrus Field superintended 
the laying of the transatlantic telegraph cable connecting 
Europe and North America, for which he was feted in 1858 
following the completion of the project.This large size medal 
was by George H. Lovett and seems to have been popular in 
its era, although today they are scarce. 

30058 Undated ( 1 858) Augustus B. Sage’s Odds and Ends Series, 
No. 1. Crystal Palace. Original. Copper. 31 mm. 136.1 
grains. Plain Edge. About Uncirculated. Olive -brown 
overall with blue and violet accents. A tiny reverse spot 
is noted. The Crystal Palace opened with great fanfare in 
1853. It was a private venture sponsored by investors and 
championed by none other than showman P.T. Barnum. 
Various events were held there over a period of time, the 
structure was widely featured in print and even in paper 
money vignettes, but was not a commercial success. It 
caught fire in early October 1858 and burned to the ground. 
News coverage was nationwide. This formed an ideal subject 
for Augustus B. Sage to create his first medalet. 

30059 Undated ( 1 858) Augustus B. Sage’s Odds and Ends Series, 
No. 2. Old Sugar House. Original. Second Obverse 
(Bowers-2b). Copper. 31 mm. 175.4 grains. Plain Edge. 
Mint State. Mostly chestnut brown with blue and rose 
accents, as well as some hints of faded mint red. 

The Old Sugar House in New York City was a prison for 
patriots during the Revolutionary War when British troops 
occupied the city Much about it has appeared in print and 
even today a search on the Internet will tell the story of 
those imprisoned there. 

30060 Undated (1858) Augustus B. Sage’s Odds and Ends Series, 
No. 3. Paul Morphy. Original. Copper. 30.8 mm. 175.0 
grains. Plain Edge. Mint State. The obverse is chestnut 
brown and azure. The reverse is partially mint red with 
blushes of blue and violet. 

Paul Morphy participated in chess matches in America 
and Europe, including some in which he defeated a whole 
group of chess players at individual boards at the same 
time. This particular token seems to have been made in 
very small quantities, although no figures are known. Dave 
Bowers reports that in the past ten years he has not seen 
another example offered for sale. The present piece will be a 
highlight in any collection.

Series, No. 1. Old Provoost. Original. BRISON Reverse 
(Bowers- la). Copper. 31 mm. 181.0 grains. Plain Edge. 
Mint State. Both surfaces display blended tan and chestnut 
brown with blue and violet highlights. 

The Old Provoost was a Revolutionary War prison. 
The present variety has a misspelling on the reverse and 
is interesting as such. Structures important during the 
Revolutionary War set the theme for the Historical Tokens 
series which extended to included slightly over a dozen 
varieties, each of which is collectible today.

In March 1929, 11 years after World War I, the United 
States Congress passed a law authorizing the use of 
government funds to pay all expenses for mothers and 
widows of fallen veterans to visit their loved ones buried 
on the battlefields of Europe. Between 1930 and 1933, 
some 6,693 Gold Star mothers and war widows made the 
pilgrimage abroad. 

This medal was presented by the United States Steamship 
Lines to the women when they boarded their ships to 
Europe — interestingly the relatives of Caucasian soldiers 
on luxury liners, and the relatives of African-American 
soldiers on commercial steamers. Apparently a database of 
Gold Star mothers and widows is available, perhaps allowing 
the recipient of this medal to be identified. 

A rare reminder of a nearly forgotten program.No nation 
before or since has ever so honored the women whose sons 
and husbands gave their lives in the service of their country.

1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by bonded 
auctioneers, Stacks Bowers Galleries or Stacks Bowers and Ponterio (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stacks Bowers”).
